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Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on October 2 L 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because: 
applicant fails to list the claims that read on elected species A. Applicant identified claims 1 and 29 read 
on species A but then also suggests that the claims also read on other non-elected species. Such response 
makes the election very confiised. Since the period for reply set forth in the prior Office action has 
expired, this application will become abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains an 
extension of time under 37 CFR 1. 136(a). 

The date on which the petition under 37 CFR 1 .136(a) and the appropriate extension fee have 
been filed is the date for purposes of determining the period of extension and the corresponding amount 
of the fee. in no case may an applicant reply outside the SIX (6) MONTH statutor>' period or obtain an 
extension for more than FIVE (5) MONTHS beyond the date for reply set forth in an Office action. A 
fiilly responsive reply must be timely filed to avoid abandonment of this application. 

2. Applicant's arguments concerning the elected claims 1 and 29 are generic to all of the species, 
(Species A-D referred to Figures L 12, 20 and 23), have carefiilly reviewed. While the Examiner agrees 
that claims 1 and 29 are generic to Figures 1 and 12 (Species A and B) they are NOT generic to species C 
and D (Figures 20 and 23), for the following reasons. Claims 1 and 29 both recite the light from the 
display device be ''guided (or guiding) ... to an optical modulator ... by a second optical .system disposed 
in front of said image displaying device''. Figures 20 and 23 show that the optical modulator is disposed 
right in front of the image displaying device without any second optical system interposed in between to 
guide the image light to the modulator. Claims 1 and 29 therefore are not generic to species C and D 
referred to Figures 20 and 23.
